Hie sidewalk on the east side of Elm Street 
between the triple underpass and Houston Street was visually 
checked by SA MANNING C. CLEMENTS and SA RICHARD J. BURNETT 
on September 30, 1964, for any scars which might appear to 
have been made by a bullet. 

The area covered In this Inspection was In the 
general sidewalk area from the first to the second lamppost 
on the east side of Elm Street and Just west of the Inter- 
section o 1 Elm and Houston Streets. It is noted that the 
llrat lamppost Is almost directly In line with the west end 
ol the main multistoried building of the Texas School Book ■ 
Depository building, while the second lamppost Is almost 
directly In line with the western end of the one story 
building Which la connected to the main Texas School Book 
Depository building. 



It was n oted that the sidewalk Is made of concrete 
and the general texture of the sidewalk Is rough. 

No mark was located on the sidewalk in the general 
area of the first lamppost which would appear to have been 
made by a projectile. 
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
